“Movilla  Gardens”  do  not  offer  a general  line  of  plants  and 
shrubs  such  as  can  be  bought  from  the  average  nurseryman 
throughout  the  country,  but  confine  their  list  to  a few  special- 
ties, offering  only  the  rarest  and  choicest  of  each. 

A really  rare  and  beautiful  Peony  or  Iris  may  cost  a little 
more  than  an  ordinary  one  when  originally  purchased,  but  it 
occupies  no  more  room  and  requires  no  more  fertilization  or 
cultivation.

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Peonies 

We  have  withdrawn  from  our  list  and  disearded  many  varieties 
that  have  been  found  inferior  to  the  newer  introductions.  We  believe 
that  we  have  one  of  the  best  collections  of  rare  and  choice  Peonies  to 
be  found  in  the  world.  It  embraces  the  latest  and  best  of  such  wonder- 
ful hybridizers  as  the  late  Victor  Lemoine,  of  Nancy,  and  of  A.  Dessert, 
of  Chenonceaux,  France,  as  well  as  the  most  noteworthy  productions 
of  the  older  French  growers,  such  as  Verdier,  Guerin,  Mechin,  Calot, 
and  Crousse.  It  includes  the  best  of  the  introductions  from  Kelway 
& Son,  of  England,  as  well  as  selections  from  all  the  noted  growers 
of  this  country,  such  as  Richardson,  Hollis,  Terry,  Rosenfield,  Pleas, 
Shaylor,  Thurlow,  and  Brand. 

PLANTING.  Peonies  like  a well-drained,  deeply  dug  soil.  The 
root  should  be  set  so  that  the  topmost  eye  or  bud  is  about  2 or  3 
inches  below  the  surface  of  the  soil.  They  should  be  planted  about 
2 or  3 feet  apart;  the  latter  distance  is  preferable  if  room  can  be 
spared.  They  never  should  be  planted  in  soil  in  which  Peonies  have 
been  grown  before.  When  the  ground  is  very  fertile,  it  is  best  to  use 
no  manure.  Under  no  circumstances  must  manure  be  allowed  to 
come  in  contact  with  the  roots.  The  season  for  planting  is  after 
September  1 and  before  the  ground  freezes.  We  will  dig  and  ship 
Peonies  only  during  that  season. 

CULTIVATING.  Frequent  cultivation  of  the  soil  in  the  spring  will 
promote  strong  growth  and  produce  large  blooms.  Occasional  culti- 
vation after  blooming  is  beneficial  to  the  plants  in  every  way.  An 
application  of  bone  meal  in  the  fall  and  of  sheep  manure  in  the  spring 
will  increase  the  size  and  quality  of  the  blooms. 

WATERING.  If  the  spring  rains  are  infrequent  after  the  growth 
appears  above  the  ground,  copious  waterings  will  be  very  beneficial. 

WINTERING.  No  mulching  or  protection  of  any  kind  is  necessary 
after  the  first  year.  The  first  winter  after  planting,  a light  mulch  of 
cornstalks,  straw,  or  litter  after  the  ground  is  frozen  will  prevent  the 
plants  from  heaving.  Peonies  are  very  hardy  and  will  stand  a low 
temperature. 

SIZE  OF  ROOTS.  Prices  quoted  are  for  strong  divisions,  except 
as  to  new  and  scarce  varieties  where  stock  is  very  limited.  Orders  for 
these  varieties  will  be  accepted  only  with  the  understanding  that  the 
roots  delivered,  although  of  good  growing  size,  will  be  divided  to  a 
point  which  will  not  permit  of  further  division. 

REMEMBER.  Too  deep  planting  will  cause  shy  blooming.  When 
cutting  flowers,  especially  from  young  plants,  do  not  cut  too  close  to 
the  ground  but  leave  as  much  foliage  as  possible,  because  the  leaves 
are  necessary  for  root  growth. 

Peonies  when  transplanted,  do  not  fully  recover  and  produce 
typical  blooms  until  the  second  or  third  year. 

EXPLANATORY.  The  figures  which  precede  the  names  of  many 
varieties  denote  the  value  rating,  according  to  the  AMERICAN 
PEONY  SOCIETY’S  Symposium,  published  in  the  Society’s 
Bulletin  No.  7,  January,  1919.  They  were  carefully  compiled  by  the 
secretary  from  about  forty-five  different  lists  sent  in  by  members  of 
the  Society  from  all  over  the  United  States.  The  voting  was  on  a 
scale  of  ten  (10)  in  which  a grade  of  ten  (10.0)  represented  highest 
excellence,  nine  (9.0)  very  high  quality  but  not  the  highest,  seven 
(7.0)  and  eight  (8.0)  fairly  good  quality,  while  anything  below 
five  (5.0)  is  hardly  worth  growing. 
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The  average  valuation  was  taken  and  it  may  be  said,  therefore,  that 
the  figures  given  represent  the  condensed  opinion  of  many  growers 
as  to  the  qualities  of  the  plant  and  beauty  of  the  flower.  They  are, 
therefore,  wonderful  guides  to  purchasers.  When  no  figures  are  given, 
the  variety  is  either  too  new  or  too  scarce  to  have  sufficient  votes  to 
form  a fair  judgment.  We  have  eliminated  from  our  list  every  Peony 
that  scored  five  (5.0)  or  less  and  have  retained  only  a few  varieties 
that  scored  less  than  six  (6.0). 

Complete  tabulated  reports  of  the  voting  referred  to  above  will  be 
found  in  the  AMERICAN  PEONY  SOCIETY’S  Bulletins.  They 
show  the  number  of  votes  for  each  grade  of  each  variety.  They  are 
extremely  interesting  to  all  growers  of  this  beautiful  flower.  The 
bulletins  are  not  for  sale  but  are  furnished  free  to  all  members  of  the 
Society.

Pogoniris  {Iris  germanica) 

This  is  the  group  best  known  and  most  commonly  cultivated.  They 
will  thrive  in  any  good  garden  soil  that  is  well  drained.  If  it  contains 
no  lime,  some  should  be  introduced  before  planting,  and  a light  dress- 
ing added  from  year  to  year.  Plant  them  shallow,  so  that  the  top  of 
the  rhizome  is  just  below  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Do  not  allow 
manure  to  come  in  contact  with  the  roots.  A little  bone-meal,  applied 
in  the  fall,  or  when  transplanting,  is  the  best  fertilizer.  Every  three 
or  four  years  lift,  divide,  and  transplant  them.  The  best  season  for 
transplanting  is  soon  after  they  have  finished  flowering;  this  enables 
them  to  make  sufficient  root-growth  before  winter  and  ensures  suc- 
cessful blooming  during  the  foUovdng  year.  A dry,  sunny  location 
suits  them  best,  and  they  seldom,  or  never,  need  artificial  watering. 
The  first  winter  after  planting  it  is  well  to  cover  them  lightly  with 
loose  straw  or  litter,  merely  to  prevent  them  from  being  heaved  out 
of  the  ground  by  thawing. 

It  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years  to  classify  the  Tall  Bearded 
Iris  into  botanical  sections,  such  as  Amoena,  Neglecta,  Pallida,  Plica ta, 
Squalens,  etc.,  but,  as  hybrids  have  grown  more  and  more  numerous, 
this  classification  has  proven  inadequate  and  useless.  Furthermore, 
we  believe  that  these  names  convey  little  to  the  mind  of  the  aver- 
age garden-lover,  and  we  have,  therefore,  concluded  to  dispense  with 
them  and  to  arrange  our  list  alphabetically.  We  feel  sure  that  all 
lovers  of  Iris  will  appreciate  the  convenience  of  this  arrangement.

S.  signifies  “standards”  or  upright  petals;  F.,  “falls”  or  drooping 
petals;  A.M.,  “Award  of  Merit;”  F.C.C.,  “First  Class  Certificate;”
